The Matron and the Child.

He had been well fed and 
he ate ravenously of the first food offered 
him, and he was clean and well dressed. 
There was a brighter look in the big blue

The matron knelt down upon the floor 
by the pallet and she began to question the 
boy. Up to this time he had not talked 
beyond uttering a few monosyllables, 

‘‘Now, tell me, little man,” said the ma- 
tron in her gentle voice, “‘who made your 
little jacket?” 

For a long time he remained quiet and the 
question was repeated as the fair young 
forehead was gently stroked, Then he said 
quite clearly: 

“My Mamma,”’ 

“And where is your mamma?” 

“Don't know.” 

She asked him about his father an@ tried 
to get him to tell her where he lived, but 
the questions seemed to be too much for his 
clouded mind, 

Then she asked: 

“Do you want some more candy?” 

“No,”’ was the reply. “It will make me 
sick.’’ 

The boy closed his eyes and Miss Hollo- 
way waited until he opened them again 
before she asked: 

“Does your poor little back hurt you?’ 

“That’s what makes me sick.” 

The matron repeated the conversation ts 
The Constitution reporter and added: 

“Do you know the inhuman person who 
deserted that child did so knowing the poor 
little thing would never be able to tell any- 
body about himself, if accidentally found? 
It makes my heart ache to think there can 
be such inhumanity amorg God's own 
chosen people. I have never seen or heard 
of stich a case before in all my life. and 
I tell you T have had some pretty tough 
people to come under my observation.” 

Miss Holloway was asked what would be 
done with the child. 

“In the event no one can be found who 
wants him, none of his relatives, I mean, 
for nobody else would take the poor child, 
we will try to send him to that noble insti- 
tution, St. Giles hospital for cripples in 
Brooklyn, New York. I am told that pro- 
vision is made there for just such cases.” 

Developments Will Follow. 

There may be some startling develop- 
ments in the matter today, and this is 
also almost certain, for when the story of 
the finding of the child is read tn The Con- 
stitution there will probably be those who 
knew of a neighbor who had such a child 
which is now missing. If this is soa report 
will be made at once to Detective Harris 
and he will not be long in getting hold of 
the person wanted. 

“T would rather catch the man who %ft 
that boy out in the woods to die,” said 
Detective Harris yesterday, “than catch 
Will Myers. And I mean just what I say.” 

If the guilty person is caught it will not 
be healthy for him to be taken anywhere 
near the spot where he so cruelly deserted 
a child. a helplees cripple, to die a linger- 
ing and horrible death from thirst and atar. 
vation. As Mr. L. M. Parker, who lives 
near the place, said yesterday: 

“Even Iimbs and ropes are too good for 
some people and man hasn't invented a 
punishment yet that is sufficient for such 
a wretch as left that poor little boy out 
here in the woods for the vultures to feed 
upon after the breath had left his poor 
suffering body.”’

Post-millena- 
rians contend that Christ will not come 
until after the millennium and consequent- 
ly they are forced to reject the reasoning 
of Dr. Farris in part, if not in whole. 
The conference will close tomvurrow af- 
ternoon with a paper on ‘‘The Millennium,” 
prepared by Dr. T. M. McConnell, of 
yreenville, S. C. This will be one of the 
most interesting papers of the entire con- 
ference and the divines in attendance are 
looking forward to it with lively anticipa- 
tion. Dr. McConnell Is one of the ablest 
logiciars in the southern pulpit. 
Interesting Topics Discussed. 

In the absence of Dr: A. P. Sanders, of 
Fredericksburg, Va., who was appointed 
to read a paper on “The Relation of the 


Pre-Millennial Doctrine to Holy Living.”’ 
Dr. J. W. Walden made a stirring talk 
aleng this line, declaring that the pre- 


millennial doctrine was far more conducive 
to holy living than the post-millennial doc- 
trine, because it constrained the believer 
to live in constant expectation of the com- 
ing of Christ. 

Dr. Marion Hull, of Athens, Ga., who will 
sail in a few months for China to take up 
the work of a Christian missionary in that 
remote empire, next read a paper on the 
relation of the pre-millennial doctrine to 
missions, prepared by Dr. A. L. Phillips, 
of Tuscaloosa, Ala. 

Before reading this paper Dr. Hull made 
a few brief introductory remarks. He de- 
clared, that his acceptance of the doctrine 
had greatly intensified his missionary zeal 
and that he looked forward to his labors 
in China with increased satisfaction. After 
Dr. Hull had finished feading the able pa- 
per prepared by Dr. Phillips on the sub- 
ject of missions, Dr. Walden read the paper 
on “The Two Resurrectlions,” prepared by 
Dr. Farris, which has already been brief- 
ly outlined. 

In the afternoon Rev. O. W. Gauss, of 
Missouri, conducted a most impressive de- 
voltional service in the auditorium. 

The crowds attending the sessions of the 
conference have steadily increased in vol- 
ume since the opening session on last 
Wednesday evening. The members of the 
conference are gratified with the progress 
which they have made and confidently pre- 
dict the uhtimate triumph of the pre-mil- 
lennial theory of Christ’s second advent. 

What the Scriptures Say. 

The divergent views of pre-millenarians 
and post-millenarians in regard to Christ's 
eccornd advent ere not based upon different 
fregments of <‘cripture, but rather upon 
d fferent interpretaticns put upon the same 
iregments of scripture. 

The scriptural warrant for the millen- 
nium, or 1,000 years of righteousness and 
peace on earth, when the power of Satan 
sPall be completely subdued, is found in 
the 20th chapter of the Book of Revelations, 
beginning with the first verse, and reads: 

“Ard 1 saw_an angel come down from 
heaven, having the key of the bottomless 
pit and a@ great chain in his hand. 

“And he laid hold on the dragon, that 
Old serpent, Which is the devil and satan, 
and pound him a thousand years. 


“And cast him into the bottomiess pit and 
shut him up, and set a seal upon him, that 


he should deceive the nations no more, 
uli the thousand years should pve fuliilled; 
and after ne must be ioosed a little 


thar 
season, * © ® 
“And I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded _for the witness of Jesus and 
for the word of God, and which had not 
worshiped the beast, neither his image, 
neither had received nis mark upon their 
foreheads or in their hands; and they lived 
and reigned With Christ a thousand years.”’ 
Other portions of scripture might be cited, 
but in regard to the fact of the millenniura 
and the second coming of Christ there ex- 
ists but little controversy. It*is only as to 
the time of Christ's coming that pre-mil- 
lenarians and post-millenarians differ. 
Only a few of the many fragments of 
scripture bearing upon the second coming 
Christ can be conveniently quoted in 
this connection. These fragments are as 
follows: 
Rev. xxii, 20, “He that testifieth these 
things saith, surely I come quickly.”’ 
James v, 8 “Be ye also patient, for the 
ecming of the Lord draweth nigh.’’ 
| Thes. v, 2, “‘For yourselves know per- 
fectly that the day or the Lord so cometh 
as a*thief in the night.”

Heb. ix, 28, “‘And unto them that look

Different Views Based on Them. 

Of course, these passages of scripture 
are universally accepted by all true believ- 
ers, but different views of the second ad- 
vent of Christ are, nevertheless, based 
upon = them. Pre-millenarians contend 
that the work of regenerating the world 
belongs to the Holy Spirit and that Christ 
will not imterfere with the work of the 
third person of the trinity by returning to 
this earth before the millennium. They 
also contend that the pre-millennia] theory 
is pessimistic, since it utierly despairs of 
ever converting the world by means of the 
agencies which are now in operation, and 
virtually turns over to Christ himself the 
unfinished work of the Holy Spirit. In 
the views of post-millenarians, there- 
fore, the second coming of Christ will not 
transpire until after the millennium, 
when He will them be crowned with glory 
and honor. Most Presbyterians adhere to 
this theory. 

On the other hand, however, pre-mil- 
leiarians insist that if Christ’s coming 
is delayed until after the millennium, it 
is useless for the scriptures to enjoin be- 
lievers to expect Him at any moment. 
They comtend that the work of the spirit 


is not to regenerate the entire world, and 
that evil is to abound in the world contin- 
ually until the second advent of Christ. 
They also contend that the hope of Christ’s 
coming at any time is the most blessed as- 
surance which the church could possibly

Seconds Are Now Conferring as te the 
Conditions of the Duel. 


IS SCHEDULED FOR ABROAD

Second Nephew of the King of Italy 
Takes General Albertone’s Place. 


MATTER WILL PROBABLY BE ARBITRATED 


Both Men Seemed Determined To Figat 
and Attempts To Prevent It 
Will Be Futile. 


Rome, August 13.—A_ local newspaper 
says that the count of Turin, who is un- 
derstood to have challeng2d Prince Henry 
of Orleans to fight a duel, owing to criti- 
cisms of the former on the Italian army, 
left Italy secretly for that purpose, his de- 
partur® being unknown to the commission- 
er of police. 

It is said that the count was accompa- 
nied by the Marquis de Ginori as an adi- 
de-camp. 

Swords are reported to have been select- 
ed as the weapons to be used in the en- 
counter, 

Paris, August 13.—Tre seconds of Prince 
Henry of Orleans and General Albertone, 
who has also challenged the prince, had 
a brief conference today, but they postpon- 
ed the discussion of the proposed duel be- 
tween the general and the prince, in con- 
sequence of the intervention of Prince Vic- 
tor Emanuel. 

The count of Turin, the second nephew of 
the king of Italy, claims precedence over 
all others in the matter. The count is a 
major of cavalry in the Italian service. 

Later in the day the seconds of the 
couat of Turin and of Prince Henry had a 
two hours’ conference. It is expected that 
a decision will be arrived at this evening. 

If a duel is arranged it is understood 
that the encounter will take place abroad. 

The count of Turin arrived in this city 
during the evening. Prince Henry found 
the challenge of the count on his ar- 
rival at his father’s house in the Rue Jean 
Coujon, and immediately telegraphed his 
acceptance. It is understood that the sec- 
onds are now conferring as to the condi- 
tions of the duel. 

General Avaldro di Quinto and Marquis 
Carlo Ginori will act as seconds of the 
count of Turin. 

- Duel May Occur This Morning. 

It is said that the duel will take place 


tomorrow morning in the vicinity of Paris, 
probably at Chantilly or Fontainebleau. 
The conditions are secret. 

The count of Turin, it appears, left Italy 
without the authority of his superiors, or 
the permission of the minister of war. 


COUNT MAY MAKE BIG TROUBLE. 


Departure from Rome Might Cause Ln- 
ternational Complications. 

London, August 13.—The Rome correspon- 
dent of The Daily Mail says: 

“On its becoming known that the count 
of Turin had left Italy to meet Prince 
Henry of Orleans, there was a lively inter- 
charge of telegrams between King Hum- 
bert, the Marquis de Rudini, the Italian 
prenier, and the Italian embassy in Paris. 

It is feared that international complica- 
tions may arise. 


SPANISH ANARCHISTS WATCHED 


Commissioner Powderly Issues Orders 
to Immigration Officials. 
Washington, Avgust 13.—Commissio icr 
Powderly, of the immigration bureau, has 
sent the following letter of instructions to 
immigration officials at New York. Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Quebec, 
Canada, relating to the anticipated arriv- 
al in this country of Spanish anarchists: 


“Information has reached this bureau to 
the effect that one Planas, a leader of the 


Spanish anarchists, has been expelled 
from Trance, being conducted to Havre, 
f'ocm which port it is expected he will 


f2il to the United States. I am also ad- 
vised that Tarrida Narmal, another Span- 
ish anarchist, is believed to have gone to 
England and probably is en route to this 
country. A careful inspection should be 
made of arriving passengers and should 
any of that class be detected a careful 
examination can be had as to their right 
of admission into the United States under 
the existing laws.” 
It is stated at the bureau of immigration 
that there is no law under which persons 
can be excluded on the ground that thev 
are anarchists, nor is anarchy anywhere 
declared to be 2% crime, so that if Planas 
and Marshal be refused admission to the 
country the refusal must be based entire- 
ly upon the fact that they come within 
the general immigration law as to paupers, 
ecntract laborers, criminals, etc.

Populists Issues Address,

DEPOSE COUNTY CHAIRMEN, HE SAYS 


Let Nothing Stand in the Way of TUni- 
fying the Populist Party, He 
Pleads, and Suggests Two as 
a Good Number To 
Organize On, 


Dallas, Tex., August 13.—Milton Burke, 
who at the national conference of populists 
at Nashville, Tenn., July 4th, was appointed 
chairman of the national organization 
comm'ttee, created at the conference, issues 
a lengthy address to the populists of the 
United States. 

He reviews the 
of the party, naming the abuses which led 
dissatisfied elements of the old parties to 
create a new one and coming to personal 
conditions, declares that “the trusts, the 
,0nopolies, the corporations, the moneyed 


origin and organization 


interests of the country are organized, Their 
strength is concerted into the action of one 
man: hence their power, their success. If 
the people’s party. would hope to succeed 
they must organize, they must unify; they 
must cdncentrate their strength. We are 
confronted today by obstacles and enemies 
within and without.” 

After reviewing the action of the con- 
ventions at Omaha and St. Louis and de- 
poring the events of 1896, the address con- 
tinues: 

“As ¢chairman of your organization com- 
mittee I urge every populist, everywhere, 
to avoid, repudiate and reject all fusign or 
alliance with the democratic or the repub- 
publican party. 

“I suggest that throughout the entire 
country wherever there are two Or more 
populists in a ward, precinct or township 
they go to work at once, persistently. to 
perfect a local populist organization in their 
midst, Press the work until you shall have 
secured a compact Organization in every 
county in your state. 

“If your state chairman is not in sympa- 
thy with the ®olicy declared at Nashville, 
vow should select one who is as soon as 
practicable. In those states where the state 
chairman and national executive commit- 
teemen are in harmony with the policy de. 
clared at Nashville, the national organiza- 
ton committeemen will aid them in every 
manner possible to strengthen the party 
organization. In this way an enthusiasm 
can be developed that will know no defeat, 
no surrender. Preserve and perpetuate it 
,by the peaceful means of the ballot.”

More Liberal Provisions Made as To 
Disposition of Remnants. 

Washington, Augus?f 13.—Acting Commis- 
sioner Wilson, of the internal revenue bu- 
reau, has modified the regulations govern- 
ing the bottling of distilled spirits issued in 
May last. 

By this amendment the time within which 
the bottling may be completed is extended 
from one to six days, including the day on 
which the spirits are dumped into the 
mingling cisterns. The number of cisterns 
for bottling purposes is increased from one 
to six, if mecessary, and more libera! pro- 
visions have been made as to the disposi- 
tion of remnants resulting from each 
dumping. 

The requirements as to branding have 
been moditied so as to allow the name of 
the season to G used instead of the actual 
date. 

It is stated at the internal revenue de- 
partment that there will be no further de- 
lay in the delivery of cigarette stamps and 
they now may be ordered. A large quanti- 
ty was shipped to New York yesterday and 
at present there as no requisitione unfilled 
The delay in a measure was caused by the 
breaking of one of the plates.

The governor said he would let the 
attorneys argue the case on the presump- 
tion that what was stated in the letter 
was true. The defense claims to have a 
strong reliance iin this MecCrain allegation, 
but Mrs. Perry’s statement in itself con- 
flicts with MeCrain’s story.

The defense last introduced petitions from 
Gwinnett and Walton county citizens ask- 
ing that the governor commute the prison- 
er’s sentence to life imprisonment. 
titions were signed by 1,100 men. 

When Colonel Peeples had finished mak- 
ing a presentation of his case, he said that 
he would outline his views to the governor. 
He then procecgled with his argument, 
which was able and convincing. 

Colonel John R. Cooper, of Macon, 
lowed Mr. Peeples. Colonel Cooper 
that the murder was one of the 
had ever known and that Perry should be 
hanged. 

He said that Perry had received a fair 
and impartial trial by a jury and that the 
supreme court, after full deliberation, had 
affirmed the decision of the lower court.

“Georgia, Fulton County—Personally ap- 
peared before the undersigned, k. D. 
Peters, who being duly sworn, deposes and 
says: 

“He, affiant, was a witness for the 
prosecution in the case of the state vs. H. 
S. Perry, tried in DeKalb superior court, 
and on the hearing was instructed by Las 
court to state nothing of what Mrs. Perry, 
the wife of defendant, Perry, told him, and 
in obedience to that rule of the courc the 
conversation herein detailed and the state- 
ments made by Mrs. Perry to him wire 
not stated. 

“The facts of the transaction and the 
conversation with Mrs. Perry are these: 
Affiant went to the house of H. 8. Perry on 
Sunday near about 12 o’clock noon for the 
purpose of having a conversation with 
said Perry and seeing if the trouble be- 
tween him and Lanier, whatever it was, 
could not be adjusted. 

‘“Affiant did not know what the trouble 
was, but hoped that it might be appeased, 
and when he went to the house, about the 
same time stated, he did not find Perry, 
but found Mrs. Perry, wife of said de- 
fendant erry, and had a conversation 
with her, which in 6ubstanee and effect 
was about as follows: 

“Affiant asked Mrs. Perry what the 
trouble was about, and she refused to tell 
affiant what the trouble was about. Af- 
fiant asked her could she compromise this

‘To this she replied.to-.affiant that she 
knew nothing wrong against Mr. Lanicr: 
that while at their house he had always 
proved to be a gentleman. 

‘‘In the entire conversation, in tone and 
manner and in every other way in which 
one could express their feelings, in addi- 
tion to this language, Mrs. Perry showed 
that her feelings toward Lanier were per- 
fectly kind and that she had nothing in 
the world against him and had no cause 
of complaint to make against Lanier so 
far as sha was personally concerned. 

“Affiant left Mrs. Perry under the full 
apprehension from her language and from 
her conduct that she and Mr. Lanier were 
on friend!ty and cordial terms 
Mrs. Perry esteemed Lanier as 
man, and that in what she said she 
trying to benefit Lanier.

Following is the petition presented to 
Governor Atkinson, together with the docu- 
ments accompanying it. They are given 

in full: : 

“To His Excellency W. Y. Atkinson, 
Governor of Georgia—The petition of H. S. 
Perry respectfwlly ‘represents: He shot 
Bely Lanter in the county of DeKalb, on 
March 8, 1897, said Lanier afterwards dying 
from ‘the wounds inflicted by petitioner. A 
special term of court was called by Hon.

John §S. Candler. judge of the superior 
court of said county, for the 17th day of 
April, 1897, and at said’term an indictment 
Was returned against petitioner, charging 
him with the murder of said Lanier, and 
Within an hour after the return of said in- 
dictment petitioner was put upon his trial. 
the result thereof petitioner was found 
guilty, without a recommendation to mer- 
cy, imprisonment for life, the jury being 
Out sixteen hours considering the verdict. 
Petitioner promptly moved for a new trial 
and his motion was overruled. He took the 
cause to the supreme court of Georgia, 
where it was heard on June 21, 1897. On 
July 21, 1897, the jadgment of the court be- 
low Was affirmed by a divided court, two 
of the justices thereof dissenting. Peti- 
tioner respectfully refers to the records of 
said supreme court as showing the proceed- 
ings in his cause, the evidence adduced on 
his trial, his motion for a new trial, the 
orders thereon, ete., and the decision of 
said court, and prays that the same may 
be considered by your excellency in con- 
nection with this petition. 

“Having discovered what he belleved to 
be highly material evidence of a reputable 
Witness, since the determination of his for- 
mer motion for new trial, petitioner pre- 
sented a motion for new trial on extraordl- 
nary grounds, on August 9, 1897, to Hon. 
John §S. Candler at the August term, 15897, 
of DeKalb superior court. Rule nisi and 
hearing ongsaid motion were denied him 
and he te ‘ed a true bill of exceptions 
which refused to sign. Petl- 
tioner resented to the supreme court 
his application for mandamus to compel 
the signing of satd bill of exceptions, which 
was refused him. As to the grounds of the 
motion, the affidavits attached thereto and 
the action of the courts thereon “eae gerd 
begs leave to refer to the records of the 
supreme court, and prays that your excel- 
lency will consider the same, as part of 
this petition. 

‘Petitioner believes that it will not be 
improper for him to urge upon your excel- 
lency upon the subject of the trial of his 
cause and final conclusion thereof in the 
courts the following: 

“He was tried within

and by ignorance of the real cause of the 
killing. ‘hese publications have been con- 
tinued from the time of his arrest to the 
present. Such public excitement and the 
feeling against petitioner were Increased 
by the iact that on December }, 18%, one 
Flanagan, who, as was petitioner, was from 
the county of Fulton, Killed two persons In 
the county of DeKalb and _ seriously in- 
jured another, 

‘“isrrors were committed upon his trial 
which induced two of the justices of the 
supreme court to determine that He ought 
to have a new trial and to dissent from the 
opinion of the majority of the court, 

‘*Mandumus nisi to compel the sign- 
ing of the last bill of exceptions tendered 
by him was refused by the supreme court 
upon the ground that the newly diseovered 
evidence (though of the most important 
character as confirmatory of petitioner’s 
statement in his defense) would not be ad- 
miseible evidence in his favor were a new 
trial granted. 

‘It is not and cannot be questioned that 
the newly discovered evidence would dl- 
rectly confirm the statement of defendant 
and as directly contradict the alleged dy- 
ing declarations of the deceased. 

“It is not and cannot be questioned that 
the alleged dying declarations of the de- 
ceased were (next to the evidence of the 
actual killing, which was not denied,) the 
most effective evidence produced by the 
State upon the trial. 

“{t is not and cannot be 
if this defendant’s statement had received 
such corroboration and the alleged dying 
dewlarations such disproof as would have 
been afforded by the newly discovered evi- 
dence the jury would not have returned the 
verdict which was returned. 

“The ruling of the supreme 
the newly discovered evidence should not 
result in a new trial, because upon such 
a trial the evidence (the dying declarations 
of Lanier) whieh had produeed the verdict 
of guilty of murder, could not be legally 
admitted, and the newly discovered evi- 
dence, if it could have been admitted upon 
the trial, being admissible only in reply to 
the said alleged dying declarations, leads 
to the very singular and sad result that 
the state has been allowed to use illegal 
evidence to produce the conviction of your 
petitioner, while petitioner is forbidden te 
reply thereto.

Mrs. Perry’s Statement. 

Mrs. Perry's affidavit was as follows: 

‘Georgia, Fultcers County—In person came 
before me Mrs. Mary A. Perry, who be- 
ing duly sworn, says: 

“She is the wife of H. 8. Perry, who is 
the sentence of death for the kill- 
ing of Bely Lanier. She married Mr. Per- 
ry, with the consent of her parents, when 
she was fifteen years old, and she and Mr, 
Perry have six chiidren vorn to them, ive 
of whom are still living. She has lived 
with her husband, in aflection and peace, 
for fourteen years, and their home was a 
happy one. About the Ist of last October 
Lanier came to her home and her Pkhus- 
band permitted him to become an ‘inmate 
there, without charging him board for the 
last six weeks, because Lanier was with- 
out means then, and because her hus- 
band and herself thought Lanier to be a 
man of good character, and that he would 
be a protection to her in the absence of 
her husband. 

Lanier Outraged Her. 

“On Friday before Lanier was k:lied he 
came to the house at a time when he 
knew her husband would be away and pro- 
fessed to be suffering with earache. He 
asked deponent to put something in his 
ear to relieve his suffering, which side did, 
As she started to leave the room he made 
insulting proposals to her, She i«fused 
them with anger and indignation. There- 
upon he seized and choked her and threat- 
ened her with a pistol, and committed rupe 
upom her. He threatened to kill noth her 
and her husband if she told what he had 
done. Deponent Was overcome with hor- 
ror and fear. She went to her room and 
threw herself upon her bed. She cculd 
not eat nor sleep. She did not know 
what to do. She knew that if she told 
her husband if would of course cause him 
to inflict upom Lanier punishment for his 
crime and plunge him and his children 
into ruin. She hesitated long because of 
this. She did not at first let her husband 
know the facts as to what Lanier had 
done. 

“Saturday morning, on accoumt of Per- 
ry’s urging to know why she was troubled, 
she finally told Perry that Lanier bad 
spoken and acted in a way to her that he 
Ought not to come to their home again. 
Mr. Perry was under the impression at 
that time that the conduct of Lanier com- 
sisted alone of improper suggestions cr 
proposals, Saturday night before the kill- 
ing she told him all. He was like a man 
driven wild by what she told him and 
from that time his life has been hopeless- 
ly ruined, as hers was the Friday before. 


She Feared Trouble. 


“On Sunday morning before the killing, 
at about 11 o'clock, Eph Peters, a cousin of 
Lanier, came to the house and asked where 
her husband was. She told him she thought 
Mr. Perry had gone to North Deeatur, as 
he said he was going there. Peters pre- 
sented a note from Lanier simply asking 
that he might have his trunk and she told 
the negroes at the house to let Peters have 
the trunk. Peters also had a notg for Mr. 
Perry and she learned that he afterwards 
delivered this note to Mr. Perry. She was 
told by ‘Mr. Perry that the Peters boys had 
} asked him to see Lanier at the Kimball 
house at 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon. At 
twenty-five minutes past 4 o’clock that af- 
ternoon Eph Peters came back tothe house 
While her husband was absent. He asked 
her what the cause of the trouble was, 
whether it was because of anything Lanier 
had told her about Mr. Perry or because of 
anyvthine Lanier had done to her. She told 
Peters that Lanier knew well enough wht 
Was the cause of the trouble, that Lanier 
kinew {it was not because of anything that 
he had told her. Peters asked her if ft 
would be safe for Lanier to see her hus- 
band, and she told him Lanier could do as 
he pleased, but that Lanier knew her hus- 
band. Lanier had got the note that her 
husband wrote him on Saturday afternoon 
and before she told her husband what La- 
nier had really done. 


Could Not Sit Inside the Bar. 


“Her husband left her about 7 
Monday morning and at 1 o’clock of that 
day she heard of the killing. She went to 
Decatur that afternoon and saw her hus- 
band in jail. Upon the trial of her husband 
She was told by the sheriff of DeKalb ecoun- 
ty that she would not be permitted to sit 
inside the bar of the court and near her 
husband. She obeyed this order, On the 
last day of the ttial she was sitting outside 
the bar, though not far from her husband, 
and ow: of the bailiffs came and took her 
ehair and moved it to where she would be 
right behind Mrs. Lanier. 

“Deponent then moved her chair back to 
where it had been at first and the bailiff 
again took her chair and placed it back of 
that of .Mrs. Lanier. Deponent then took 
it and moved to the back of the courtroom. 
On the same day some one whom she did 
not knew, but took to be one in authority, 
came to her and warned her that no ex- 
pression of feeling or sympathy would be 
allowed and that if she showed anv she 
would be compelled to leave the courtroom. 
To this deponent was foreed to submit. 
That she was at any time in the least de- 
gree indifferent to her-husband’s fate. as 
She is informed had been published, ts most 
eruelly false. It is false that Lanier told 
her anything reflecting on Mr. Perry’s con- 
duct as to other women before the Friday 
before the killing. No such thing was told 
her by Lanier until Friday afternoon just 
after Lanier ha.j outraged her. It is false 
that Mr. Perrv has ever been a man of vio- 
lence. He is a man of courage but {s not 
easily provoked. 

Were Never Separated. 

“Deronent has been informed that it has 
been published that she and Mr. Perry had 
quarreied and even, at one time. separated. 
This is false and such a publication at such 
a time most cruelly false. For years Mr. 
Perry has carried several life insurance 
policies and has paid the premiums on them 
out of the scantv income, trving to provide 
for bis wife and children, and he has been 
a gcod and kind husband to her and father 


to his children.

Trout’s Affidavit. 

The affidavit of W. H. Trout. who swears 
that Lanier confessed to having outrawed 
Mrs. Perry, was next read. 

Affidavits were read from a number of 
prominent people of Atlanta and of Jack- 
son county, to show that Trout was a repu- 
table man and worthy of belief. 

Petitions in Perry’s behalf were presented 
to the governor from citizens of Gwinnett. 
Walton and Jackson counties, where both 
Lanier and Perry were well known. There 
were more than eleven hundred signatures 
to them. 

Mr. Peeples stated that he had recelved 
a letter this morning which throws light 
upon the case, 

The letter was from his cousin,’ Solicitor 
General H. B. Peeples, and states that Hon. 
John R. MeCrain, a member of the legis- 
lature, who boarded with Perry, had no- 
ticed improper advances made by Lanier 
to Mrs. Perry, which were resented by her. 

After all the evidence had been submitted 
Mr. H. C. Peeples began the argument for

FLANAGAN CASE 
COMES UP TODAY 


Colonel Glenn Will Filea Fermal Motion 
for a New Trial. 


HAS FORTY-NINE REASONS SET 


The Motion Is/a Big One and Is a Com- 
plete Review of Case. 
\ 
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MATTER HINGES ON A DISQDALIFED JUROR 


Thirty-Five Instances Are Mentioned 
in Which Judge Candler Is Said 
To Have Erred. 


A motion for a new trial for Edward C. 
Flanagan will be heard before Judge Can- 
dier this morning in Decatur. Many de- 
velopments have been made sirece the least 
trial, only a week ago, and the motion may 
be granted, 

The present motion which has been pre- 
pared by his attorneys is one of the most 
voluminous and complete that were proba- 
bly ever filed in a Georgia court. It was 
prepared by Colone] W. C. Glenn and cov- 
ers thirty pages of closely typewritten mat- 
ter. It has forty-nine allegations wherein 
sufficient cause is said to exist to grant a 
new trial; thirty-five of these allegations 
say that the court erred in its jurgment, 
and seventeen of them state that the eourt 
refused to charge the jury on these many 
alleged vital points. These points trelate 
principally to the insanity of the prisoner 
and it is said in the motion that the jury 
should have been charged regarding the re- 
sponsibility of the prisoner, if he was sane 
or insane, 

Stress is laid on the fact that the judge 
ordered the defendant to take his seat pre- 
maturely when he was making his state- 
ment on the stand, and after a request of 
his counsel to have certain questions asked 
him the court still refused. 

Another ground that takes up much 
space in the motion is that in regard to an 
ordinary witness testifying as to the de- 
fendant’s sanity or insanity. It is claimed 
that from the association they had with 
him they were cufficiently informed to tes- 
tifv to this effect. 

Dr. Baird's testimony is objected to on 
four grounds and the motion says it 
was inadmissible. The evidence of other 
expert witnesses {is objected to. The re- 
fusal to grant a change of venue is another 
allegation and is set forth as a strone one 

One allegation that will probably have 
the greatest weight in granting the new 
trial will be the affidavits of Robinson, 
Campbell and Ford, who swear that they 
know of their personal knowledge that one 
juror, Hadaway by name, was prejudiced 
and biased toward the defendant and that 
he made statements to this effect. 

The motion leaves no point uncovered and 
will have much weight In the final outcome. 
Unless the affidavits to the effect that one 
of the jurors was partial in the hearing of 
the case are considered sufficient 
to authorize a new trial, Judge 
Candler will not grant it. if 
he refuses it will be immendiately carried 
to the supreme court, where it is a certain- 
ly, as thought by his attorneys, that Fian- 
agan will be granted another hearing. 

The attorneys for the state are confident 
of their ground and think that if a new 
trialis granted it will be a rank injustice 
to the gallows. It is probable that no ar- 
guments will be made, as the case is set 
forth very fully in the motion. 

Hadaway Makes a Denial. 

W. P. Hadaway, a juror inthe last Flan- 
égan trial and now cherged with perjury 
by J. E. Robinson, an attortey of Atlanta, 
and W. P. Campbell, a fellow citizen of 
Ic Kalb, stoutly denies every assertion of 
his accusers, 

In an affidavit 
ot DeKalb county yesterday he not only 
denies the statements in the affidavits of 
Robinson and Campbell, but charges Rot- 
inson with scheming to entrap him in such 
a predicament. 

He puts forth his side of the case in no 
urcertain terms and without hedging 
hind words or phrases he says plainly that 
he did not make the statements accredited 
to him. He acknowledges that he was with 
the two men on the day named, and the 
subject of Flanagan's trial came up ouly 
once, and that at that time he ma-le no 
assertions that would disquilify him to 
be a juror and decide upon the merits of 
the case without partiality. 

His accusers charge that he was cogni- 
zant of the fact that he perjured himself 
and that he sent to a justice of the peace 
to learn what could be done with him for 
such an offense. In answer to this he says 
that he had heard he had done something 
wrong and simply wanted to know what 
the charge was. . 

He brings no witnesses into the case to 
substantiate his affidavit, but rests his case 
on his own words made under oath. It 
is not possible to tell what effect this will 
have on the motion for a new trial, but if 
the matter is fully investigated it will in- 
volve the hearing of much testimony and 
several days will elapse before a decision 
is reached. 

J. E. Robinson is out of town and will 
rot return for some time. 

The affidavit of Haddaway is as follows: 

‘Personally care W. P. Hadaway, who 

on oath says about last May of the present 
year deponent in company with W. P. 
Campbeli went to Stone Mountain to meet 
J. Kk. Robinson, a brother-in-law of said 
Campbell. On tne way frem said town to 
the house of said Campbell nothing what- 
ever was said about the Flanagan case. 
Deponent and said Robinson remained at 
the house of said Campbell until after 
noon, and sometime during the afternoon 
said Robinson, who is an wees at iaw, 
brought up a discussion of the Flanagan 
case, and deponent replied that he 
ponent) had been summoned as a juror .n 
said case, whereupon said Robinson replied 
that it took a good deal to make a juror 
in said case, as there was some hard ques- 
tions to answer in murder cases, and usk- 
ed deponent what he (deponent) 
about the questions, to which’ deponent 
plied that they were close questions, 
did not answer either of them, and he us- 
serted that I would have to answer them, 
and | finally replied that 1 cared no more 
for one side than for the other. 

“Said Robinson seemed to be very anx- 
ious and interested in his efforts to com- 
mit me to some expression of opinion about 
this case, but I refrained from expressing 
any opinion. Deponent took very little 
part in said conversation, 

“Deponent further swears that at no 
other time in said conversation did he say 
or intimate that he was prejudiced or Di- 
ased in saia case; that he did not say or 
intimate that he could qualify as a jure 
in said cese, nor tnat he did not think 
there was a man in DeKalb county who 
could do so and tell the truth. Nor did he 
eay or intimate that the defendant snould 
have been lynched and then tried, and that 
it did not make any difference whether he 
was crazy or not; that the people who were 
crazy enough to shoot down innocent peo- 
ple should be hanged. The Flanagan case 
was discussed but one day in 
hearing of deponent. ° 

“Deponent turther swears that in so far 
as the affidavit of said Robinson, Furd and 
Campbell differ from the facts stated here- 
in said affidavits are at variance with the 
truth of the conversation referred to. As 
to the affidavit of B. F. Street, deponent 
did not know what was alleged against

Rod and Chain Measured Of the 
Property Yesterday. 


VACANT LOT IS 142 BY 184 FEET 


Preliminary Sketches of New Building 
Will Soon Be Ready. 


WHAT THE ARCHITECTS HAVE TO SAY 


One of the Features of the Courthouse 
Will Be the New Prismatic 
Light Arrangement. 


The courthouse property and the vacant 
lot owned by the county lying south of the 
courthouse were surveyed yesterday after- 
noon at the suggestion of the bvard of 
county commissioners. 

The result of the survey showed that the 
vacent lot upon which the county proposes 
to erect the new courthouse is 142 feet frent 
and runs back a depth of 184 feet to the 
propemy Hine. These measurements include 
the vacant lot only. 

The first rough drafts of the court- 
house will be made in a few days by the 
architects recently employed by the coun- 
ty and these will be submitted to the bulld- 
ing committee so as to get the general ideas 
of the proposed building. Ir tiis prelim- 
inary sketch Will be embodied the ideas 
obtained the board as to whether or 
not the building will occupy the entire lot 
or only a portion. This has been practi- 
cally settled and the building will cover 
the entire lot, with the exception of an 
alleyway in the rear and an alley between 
the two buildings which will be used asa 
light shaft. 

The buildings will be modern in every 
feature, and one of the latest inventions— 
the prismatic light—will be used in its con- 
Struction. This light is something new in 
mechanical effects and will be a great fea- 
ture for the new county building. Hereto- 
fore there has always been difficulty in se- 
curing a good light for inner rooms. unless 
the floor space was sacrificed by giving 
room to light shafts. With the wonderful 
prismatic light but little space will be al- 
lotted to shafts. 

This new light, which is claiming the at- 
tention of scientific men, is produced by 
the arrangement of glass and reflectors in 
such a manner as to throw the light a 
great distance. The rays of Wight are 
caught on a reflector, ahd after being con- 
centrated, are diverted in the proper direc- 
tion, making rooms far removed from the 
sunlight as bright as though they were on 
the outside of the building. 

“We made a careful study of the pris- 
matic light,’’ said Commissioner Walter R. 
Brown yesterday, “and we found that it 
is very desirable to be used in Fulton’s 
courthouse, as it will satisfactorily light~ 
all the rooms in tke building and costs but 
little.’’ 

Not only will the wonderful light be in- 
troduced in the building, but there will be 
many modern improvements which will 
greatly add to the beauty and convenience 
of the structure. 

It is thought that the conference which 
is to be held between the city and county 
authorities will result in the settlement of* 
the present dispute about the deal, and that 
all will harmonize wpon the plan after the 
qualifying clause is taken from the bond 
for title. The general complaint made about 
the deal is that the city has no right to 
bind itself to remain in the new city hall 
for an indefinite number of years. Many 
take the position that the city should hold 
the property in fee simple and they object 
to any limitations and qualifications in the 
contract,

LAWYERS OFF FOR MT. AIRY 


Macon Attorneys Go Up To Argue 
Complaint Against Consolidation. 


PRESIDENT SPENCER WILL NOT BE THERE 


He Has Returned from Europe, but 
Will Not Be at the Hearing—Con- 
stitutional Questions. 


The sult of Mr. W. D. Sparks and others, 
of Macon vy. Southern Railway Company 
will be taken up by Judge Emory Speer 
at Mount Airy today. The petitions charge 
that the Southern Rallway Company has 
absorbed and consolidated a number of 
other roads in Georgia with the view of 
defeating competition. They allege that 
the Southern controls the Central of Geor- 
gia, the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
the Macon and Birmingham and the former 
Georgia Midland and Gulf. They say that 
owing to this alleged control there is no 
competition at Macon. ‘ 

The complainants in this case presented 
it originally to Governor Atkinson, with 
the request that he should direct the attor- 
ney general to begin legal proceedings 
against the Southern to break the consol- 
idation, The governor proceeded to inves- 


tigate the charges, - but before he an- 
nounced his conclusions the complaint 


was withdrawn and soon after was put in 
a different shape and filed in the United 
States court at Macon. Judge Speer as- 
signed the case for a hearing at his sum- 
mer home at Mount Airy on August 15th. 


It was reported that ex-Secretary Car- 
isle and Rufus Choate, of New York, 
would represent the Southern at 


the hearing, but this was unfounded. Geor- 
gia attorneys will figure in the case, with 
possibly some noted lawyer from a dis- 
tance. 

President Samuel Spencer has returned 
from Europe, but it is said that he will 
not be at the hearing, and if the road is 
represented by any of its general officers, 
it will probably be by the first vice presi- 
dent, Colonel A. B. Andrews. 

The fact that the case was set for Sat- 
urday is taken to mean that Judge Speer’s 
purpose was to get it opened, ascertain 
its scope and then set it for a later date 
at Macon. There is no courthouse at Mount 
Airy, and the hearing will either be at 
the judge’s residence or in some public 
building in the town. 

The object of the suit Is to break the 
control) which the Southern exercises over 
the other roads in which it has any kind 
of interest, if this control tends to defeat 
competition in violation of the constitu- 
tion of the state of Georgia. In the case 
of the Central of Georgia railway, the 
Southern owns a beneficial interest in the 
stock, which is held in the trust and voted 
by that trust. Mr. Spencer stated last 
year befcre the railroad commission ot 
this state that he nor his company ex- 
ercised any manner of control over the 
Ceitral, and he pointed to instances of 
competition and fivalry between the two 
roads, naming the Western and Atlantic 
as a preferred connection of the Central's 
at Atlanta, while the Southern had a line 
competing with the state road. The Central, 
if it were a Southern railway line, wou!d 
he said, turn over its westbound business 
in At§Santa to the Southern’s Chattanooga 
line, instead of delivering it to the Wesiern 
and Atlantle. 

In the case of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, he stated that the Southern does 
not own a majority of its stock, and does 
not control its traffic operations. He point- 
ed to the visible signs of competition be- 
tween the Central and the Southern at 
Macon for the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida’s business, and showed that the Cen- 
tral gets more of {t than the Southern 
gets.

IN POLICE SERVICE 


A Small Revolution Is Talked of in the 
Department.

The Detective Bureau May Be Entirely 
Reorganized. 


CHANGE IN THE SUPERNUMARY ° SYSTEM

If the Programme Is Carried Out, 
There May Be a Shaking Up—A

There is talk of a great change fn the 
police department, almost a revolution in 


one respect. 3 

This talk has been going on among some 
of the commissioners on the quiet and it 
is sad that the matter has now about 
reached a climax and the change may be 
brought up before the next meeting of the 


board. 
There are three propositions in the pro- 


posed change: 
First. To put on a secret police squad. 
Second. To reorganize the detective de- 


partment. j 

Third. To completely change the present 
system of supernumeraries. 

The first change will inaugurate a new 
department on the police force. It has been 
tried already on the quiet and it was found 
to work with the greatest success. About 
a month ago tweniy of the best and most 
reliable men were chosen to wear citizens 
uniforms and patrol the city at night with- 
out anything that would donate they were 
officers. The men were under the direction 
of Sergeant Jennings and they went about 
the aity every night in citizens’ clothes 
and shadowed every suspicious person, 
This was done on account of the numer- 
ous burglaries which were being committed 
in the business portions of the city. Lately 
there has not been a single burglary of 
the kind and the stop put to this lawless- 
ness is ascribed wholly to the secret police 
squad. Captain Jeanings and his men have 
done most excellent work and great good 
for the city. 

Now it ls proposed to make this séetret 
squad a permanent affair and to do 80 
will necessitate some other changes on ac- 
count of the department not getting a4 
larger appropriation. 

May Be Reorganized. 

So, if the programme is carried out, the 
detective department may be reorganized. 
‘The commissioner who Was talking of the 
matter yesterday said to a Constitution 
repomer?: P 

“While our detective department as at 
present organized has been giving good 
service, yet we may get equally as good 
service on another plan. It may be pro- 
posed to give the detective captain four 
of as fine decectives as can be got in the 
country. Men who have been trained to 
the business all their Aves. ‘To do this 
we will have to pay larger salaries, of 
course. lkour of such men can do fine 
work. Then we will have @ght more men 
to put on patrol duty. By this arrange- 
ment we will have to provide only tWeive 
extra men for the gecret pol.ce service. You 
see, these secret service men will be de- 
tectives in a way. You Know one plan of 
the secret service is not to let anybody 
know who the men are,” 

The Supernumerary System. 

The plan .o change the supernumerary 
system is a revolution in this department 
of the police service. 

The idea is to place twenty supernumer- 
aries on the roll at about $35 a month, in- 
stead of paying them for the tme they 
work. At present they do not averag 
more than this. The supernumeraries wi 
be made to serve all the time with the 
reguiars, and in this way trained to do 
good work and become familiar. with the 
city. lt will serve as a sort of traning 
school. It has been figured out that this 

be done with an extra appropriation 
not more than $6,000. $y this arrange- 
ment the city will have the extra twenty 
men so long asked for. 

Discussing these proposed changes yes- 
terday, a commissioner said: 

“If these plans are cartied out we will 
be able .o give Atlanta most excellent ser- 
Vice, The matter, I think, will soon come 
to the attention of the board and I believe 
it will go through.”

Judge Orr’s Decision. 


In part Judge Orr said’ 

“T understand the duty of a commitment 
court to be to investigate and find if there 
is probabie cause to suspect that a crime 
has been committed. Sometimes when 
there fs not enough evidence to convict a 
man, when there is a missing link in the 
evidence Wiich may be treveht out at a 
wial in the higher courts he is bound over 
When there is a full hearing ¢nd all the 
evidence has been introduced my rule then 
is to decide whether a jury would convict 
cr ought to convict the defendant under 
the law.and evidence.

If I haven’t got to the bottom of the 
case I don’t know how I will ever get tc 
it. I want to publicly compliment the 
Witnesses. Everything they said seemed tc 
be the truth as they saw it and they al 
stemed to be honest in what they said. 

“In this case a great deal depends on 
the testimony of Mr. Hewitt. At first it 
seemed that he would not be corroborated, 
but further evidence showed that he was 
present at the killing.

This is principally due to the large increase 
in the circulation of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. The Constitution furnished the great- 
er amount of the newspaper and periodical 
mails. The amount recelved from this 
source was $30,952.55. This is an increase 
of $10,000 over last year’s receipts.

AMERICAN TOBACCO TRADE HURT 


French West Indies Allow Algiers 
Leaf in Free of Duty. 

Washington, August 138.—The state de- 
partment has been informed that sections 
of finance, war and navy representing the 
council of states of the French West In- 
dies, have passed a law which went into 
effect May 11th laet admitting manufac- 
tured tobacco from Algitews free of duty 
into Martinique, Guadaloupe, Cayenne and 
Reunion. This will curtail to a consider- 
able extent the fmportation of tobacco 
manufactured in the United States. 

So far as is known at the state depart- 
ment there has been no general order is- 
sued by the Spanish government for the 
release of all the tabaceo held in Cuba for 
export to the United States under the pro- 
hibitory rule of €xptain General Weyler 
issued last year.

The Raiders Are Not Known and No 


Cause for Beating Can Be Learned. 


COUNTY STIRRED UP OVER THE AFFAIR 


This Is the Third Time Within the 
Month That Unknown Bands 
Have Made Appearance. 


News reached here last night from Se- 
lina, in Clayton county, stating that a ne- 
gro man was taken out of his home by @ 
band of whitecappers and beaten half to 
death, on Thursday night. 

The cause of the beating is not known, 
and the whitecappers have not been dis- 
covered. The negroes in the community, 
who outnumber the whites, are terribly 
wrought up over the affair and the corres- 
pondent from that place says that feeling 
is running high. 

The white people of the community, how- 
ever,, state that, as the whitecappers did 
not come from Selina, there will be 
no trouble.

Hudson, a distant relative to Ter- 
who was hanged at Decatur 
not long ago, is the negro who was flayed 
by the midnight marauders. 

He and his family are the only ones who 
can tell anything of the story. Hudson 
Was beaten so badly that he is unable to be 
out, and his wife and sister have spread 
the news. 

They claim that about 12 o'clock at night 
Thursday, they were surprised tO see a 
man push open the door of thelr house. 
There was no light in the room, and the 
intruder struck a match to a cotton torch 
saturated with kerosene oil, which blazed 
instantly. 

A man stepped forward, they claim, and 
Was in the act of striking Hudson with a 
heavy club, when one of the party caught 
his hand, and said, ‘‘Let me to him.”’ Ac- 
cording to the statements of the women 
who were in the room this was the only 
sentence spoken by the masked men. 

Hudson tells the rest of the story. He 
Says that he was taken from the house, 
two men holding him. The women began 
to raise a howl when he was taken wut of 
the door. Two of the men ordered them 
to keep their mouths closed or have them 
closed forever. The negro women kept 
quiet. 

The whitecappers and their victim march- 
ed about 200 yards from the house. Hud- 
son states that one of them proposed that, 
as there were only ten men in the crowd, 
each of them give him ten lashes 
apiece. This plan was accepted 

Hudson was bared to the waist 
first one of the avengers took a heavy 
leather buggy trace, and applied ten 
lashes, each one raising a welt on the ne- 
gro's back. 

Nine others repeated the same operation. 
The eighth and ninth men to ply the lash 
only laid it on eight times instead of ten. 

After flaying him half to death the negro 
was ordered to run. It is claimed he made 
an effort and several ssots were fired at 
him. He succeeded in crawling to his 
home, where his family were waiting for 
news of his death, for they cxpected that 
he would be hanged. 

Hudson is a b.g burly negro who works 
on the farm of Professor Travis. An ef- 
fort has been made to fina out the cause of 
the trouble, but to no avail. No one can 
be found who saw or heard the marauders, 
except the Hudson family. They went out 
very evidently to whip only Hudson, 

It is stated around Selina that one of the 
sisters to Hudson was whipped in almost 
the same manner several months ago by 
a band of whitecappers 

This is the second or third time that peo- 
pel in the vicinity of Selina have been han- 
died by the whitecappers. No one ean be 
found who will say that they know any- 
thing of this band that is making the 
midnight raids in Clayton county.
